RIYADH (UPI) -- Secretary of State Henry Kissinger has expressed 
regrets that he negotiated the Vietnam peace agreement for the United 
States in the light of Congressional reluctance to provide military aid 
to the country, U.S. officials said today. 

The officials did not quote Kissinger but they said he has conceded 
that he would never have negotiated the peace agreement in good 
conscience if he had foreseen Congress' reluctance to provide what he 
considered enough aid to South Vietnam. 

They said the Secretary is also known to believe that the debate 
over aid to Cambodia is an invitation for the North Vietnamese to launch 
a renewed offensive in neighboring South Vietnam. 

Kissinger and Le Due Tho of North Vietnam shared the 1973 Nobel 
Peace Prise for having negotiated the Vietnam Agreement. 

U.S. officials traveling with Kissinger on his current Middle East 
peace mission cited an article recently published in North Vietnam 
saying that this year should be a year of maximum effort because 
American indecision and aid cuts made the United States incapable of 
intervening on South Vietnam' s behalf. 
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
